This feeling was shar- 
ei by very many cool reflecting people 
wito probably never bionged to a temper- 
ance society, or on the other hand had 
never drank to excess in their lives. But, 
who recognizing the necessity of putting 
a curb on the men whose only object was 
to sell all the jiquor they could, to every 
one they could, and at all hours both 
Saturday night or Sunday, no matter 
whether there was any bread for hungry 
children ia the houses of the men who 
were spending their weeks wages in 
whiskey, from the time they got their 
pity on Saturday night till the money was 
all gone. All liquor dealers are not of 
thatetamp by any mean, but many were 
and still are. Those people of moderate 
views joined with the teetotalers and 
carried the Scott Act in a large number 
of counties. We hold and always have, 
that ‘t was the result of the demand made 
‘by many of the liquor dealers to have 
the flood gates of vice opened wide, that 
brought about the carrying of the Scott 
Act, in so many counties in Canada, The 
people generaliy were willing totry almost 
any experiment which might check, a 
growing evil. What do we find as the 
result of the experiment.

der for a quantity of the goods named 
herein and contract to pay for them at 
acertain price. The same rascals who 
thus obtain orders or the signing of con- 
tracts take good care to not put in an ap- 
pearance again, but some other man in 
‘the ring comes along with ths goods and 
the contract, the farmer must take them 
and pay or give his note for them, the 
Aatter is the general way of doing it. 
The second man professes to be the rea] 
ewner of the stuff and assures the farmer 


that ifthe goods do not turn out all right 
he will not be called on to pay the note 


The notes are invariably turned over to 
athird party who proceeds to collect 
them by process of law. Farmers are 
eften led into ordering 100 times as 
much as they could possibly want of an 
article, even if good, under the pretence 
of their being made a general agent for 
the goods, but when the real tacts are 
brought toTight, they have ordered a 
large lot of stuff and agreed to pay for 
it.
